person. When the business man finds that 
his income is falling off and his debts in- 
creasing, his only recourse is in the reduction 
of his expenses. He cannot levy taxes on his 
customers. This is the rule the Government 
ought to apply in a similar case. It is not 
as though we were experimenting in the mat- 
ter. We know that the number and amount 
of taxes now levied are sufficient in good 
times to produce a great surplus ; if they fall 
short in bad times, the shrinkage in the 


business of he country must be met by a 


shrinkage in the expenses of the Government. 
As the deficit is brought about indirectly by 
individual retrenchment, it must be met by 
public economy. If this principle had been 
recognized as fully and as early by the vari- 
ous Government departments as it was by 
wise and judicious business men, there would 
not have been an increase in the public debt 
of three and a half millions in a single month. 

There are only two of the general Ex- 
ecutive Departments in which economy and 
projects for retrenchment have been in- 


| augurated on a scale commensurate with the 


necessities of the case. These are the 
Treasury and Post-Office Departments. Mr. 
Barstow began his official career by cutting 
down expenses, and there is reason to believe 
that he will continue in this direction. Post- 
master-General Jawa has announced that 
he will be able to reduce the expenses Gf his 
Department from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 a 
year, and has practical projects for realizing 
this expectation. But we do not hear similar 
reports from the War Department, nor the 
Navy, nor the Interior, all of which (and 
particularly the last) might contribute equally 
with the Treasury and the Post-Office Depart- 
ments to the general plan of retrenchment. 
In the army, the cutting process should 
begin above the rank and fille In 
the Navy, the increased «expenditures 
ordered at the time of the Virginius 
complication should be stopped ‘where 
they are. In the Interior, especiil attention 
should be directed to the Indit n contract- 
system. Everywhere there should be the 
same effort at economy which a «istrict indi- 
vidual would exercise under the same condi- 
tions. 1 

There is but one thing that micht be done 
in the way of increasing taxation, and that is 
to restore the duties on tea and coffee. The 
low duties which existed before the repeal— 
3 cents on coffee and 15 cents on tea—would 
yield a revenue of about $12,000,000 a year. 
They t to be restored, not on account of 
the deficiency, but because they are 
duties for revenue purely and ought never to 
have been taken off. The amount which 
they would yield to the Government should 
be turned over to the Sinking Fund, in order 
to keep good the pledges heretofore made, 
thus leaving the deficit in the revenue to be 
offset by the reduction in expenses. 

In some respects, the late increase in the 
public debt will be of benefit to the country. 
The vast amount H surplus which has been 
devoted to decreasing the public debt within 
the last few years has encouraged extrava- 
gance in all the branches of the Government, 
and indicated a prosperity which was falla- 
cious enough to betray the people into an 
overweening confidence. If a temporary sus- 
pension in the rapid progress we were making 
toward extinguishing the public debt shall 
bring people back to their senses. and induce

They cling, as the 
agricultural class generally has done, with 
singular tenacity to these medieval devices 
to protect borrowers, who can best protect 
themselves, and who are demonstrably in- 
‘jured by this interference in their behalf, 
The attempt to abrogate these laws is to be 
renewed in the coming session of the New 
York Legislature, and, in the opinion 
of observera on the ground, with 
more prospect. of success than heretofore, 
It is not strange that the agitation should 
be renewed annually, for New York goes be- 
yond even the Mahommedan law, and, in ad- 
dition to the forfeiture of principal and in- 


| terest, makes the usurer liable to imprison- 


ment. The vitality of usury laws is one of 
the most singular chapters in the Mistory of 
human attachment to delusion, It is nearly 
two centuries since the absurdity of these en- 
actments was shown by Jonn Locxx, and fifty 
years since Dentiam’s celebrated Defense 
of Usury” closed the argument. Usury laws 
have been extinct in Great Britain for twenty 
years, having been repealed in 1854. Still 
they are adhered by a large majority of the 
States of the Union, and Georgia, which two 
years ago abolished all restrictions on inter- 
est, is now the scene of a reactionary agita- 
tion for their re-enactment. The following 
table shows how the laws of the States stand 
on this subject :

It will be seen upon examination of this 
table that the States in which the usury laws 
have the weakest hold are mainly Western 
States. It is the old communities, in which 
new ideas have less regard, that adhere most 
closely to the antiquated penalties. Mas- 
sachusetts ig an honorable exception to this 
statement. 

The abolition of the usury laws in Great 
Dritain required thirty-five years of agitation. 
It is satisfactory to note that all the agitation 
in this country tends undeviatingly in the di- 
rection that good sense, and political economy, 
which is nothing but industrial good-sense gen- 
eralized, long since pointed out as the true way. 
It is safe to prodict the ultimate disappearance 
of restrictions oninterest and an untrammeled 
era of free trade in money. In Europe, out- 
side of England, the diversity in the usury 
laws is as great as between the United States. 
Spain and Austria enforce penalties almost 
as severe as New York. France, Norway, 
Sweden, and Denmark confiscate the excess of 
interest over the legal rate. In England 
alone, is mondy-lending free. 

CAPT, EXER B. WARD, 

The first death transmitted by telegraph 
for the New Year is that of Capt. Esen B. 
Warp, the well-known manufacturer and 
iron-master, who fell dead in the streets 
of Detroit on Saturday last, of apoplexy. 
Capt. Wann was one of the few business 
men who have commenced at the rudest 
beginnings and made a national reputa- 
tion. He was born in Canada, on Dec. 25, 
1811, during a visit of his parents to that 
country, who lived in Vermont until 1817, 
and came to Michigan in 1821. In his 12th 
year he went as cabin boy on a schooner 
making tripa from Detroit to Mackinac, and 
two years after was employed by his uncle, 
Saxon. Wann, a ship-builder at Marine City, 
who subsequently gave him an interest in the 
business. In 1850 he went to Detroit, where 
he engaged in the shipping business, in 
which he continued until large industrial 
enterprises engaged his attention and brought 
him prominently before the country,—so 
prominent, in fact, that if Anprew Jonnson 
had been removed and Mr. Wapz been made 
President, as he would have been in that 
emergency, Mr. Wakp would have been made 
Secretary of the Treasury, as it was Wanne 
purpose to appoint him. In the quarter of a 
century which has intervened since he identi- 
fied himself with the shipping business he has 
organized and conducted with wonderful

secured success where success was possible. 

As a political economist, Capt. Warp was 
a high-tariff man, and the panic rendered him 
an inflationist of the most. exaggerated char- 
acter. During the past few years, in fact, 
be has made the high-tariff policy 
his hobby, and has pushed and advocated it 
with all the pertinacity and vigor of which he 
was capable, his idea of his interests being to 
increase the tariff and sell on the rising mar- 
ket as the only way of escape from the press- 
ure brought about by the panic. One of the 
last acts of his life was the preparation of an 
open letter to the President in which he advo- 
cated, as the surest plan of restoring “‘ good 
times” in business (to E. B. Warp), an in- 
crease of the tariff every thirty ar sixty days, 


and watering the greenbacks every time the 


tariff was increased. As the increase of 
the tariff would add to the price of goods 
on hand, and the increase of greenbacks 


would make their value more and more un- 


certain, people would keep them moving as 
lively as if they were handling hot coals, and 
we should have flush times.” After realiz- 
ing upon his stock on hand, then another 
shove upwards could’ be made, and thus 
money and stocks would be kept kiting until 
the former exploded like an over-inflated 
balloon, and the people revolted against the 
excess cost of protected goods, and broke 
the monstrous duties down. But at 
the time the inflation of the cur- 
rency and increase of the tariff was 
stopped, Capt. Warp would have unloaded 
himself and been in first-class trim to meet 
the inevitable crash. In the direction of tar- 
is and inflation he was wild and reckless, 
and he pursued his theories in a personal 


way which might have saved himself but 


brought ruin terrible upon the country, and 
prostrated all consumers in the dust. In 
these respects he will have few admirers or 
followers, but 80 far as success in the organi- 
zation of great industrial enterprises, inti- 
mate knowledge of their details, and ener- 
getic application are concerned, he steod al- 
most without an equal. In his death, the 
iron and steel industries of this country have 
lost their master-spirit and the currency-in- 
flationists their strongest advocate. 

THE CITY CHARTER. 

The conference between the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation and the members-elect to the Legisla- 
ture, held on Saturday, as by no means 
final in its results. The spirit shown was, 
however, very desirable, There was n striking 
unanimity on the two points: 1. That our ex- 
isting city charter is altogether inefficient for 
the government of a city like Chicago; and 2, 
That the present general act of incorporation, 
while better than the old one in some re- 
spects, needed radical amendments to meet the 
wants of the city. While everybody agreed 
on these points, there was a wide diversity of 
opinion as to what amendments ought to be 
made and what amendments the Legislature 
would be willing to make. The difficulty of 
framing a general charter, applicable alike to 
all cities in the State, is a serious one; no 
less than fifty-five cities and 115 towns 
have already organized under the general law, 
and to amend that law is to amend 
the charters of all these places. The 
amendments especially needed in Chicago 
are not such as are desired in the smaller or 
rural cities and towns. One great reform 
needed here is to strengthen the Executive 
power of the City Government. The Mayor 
of Chicago has scarcely any authority, and is 
officially almost a nonentity, when, in fact, 


he should be made the responsible head of 


the Government, and clothed with proper 
powers to direct and control all the subordi- 
nate branches. In a city like this, where the 
taxes levied by the Common Council are 
double those levied by the Legislature for 
the whole State; where the means and op- 
portunities for fraud and corruption are ten- 
fold greater than in the State Government, 
the Mayor ought to have the power to veto 
any items of appropriations without defeat- 
ing the whole appropriation bill. At present, 
ten Aldermen may, at the last hour of an 
appropriation ordinance, dictate to the thirty 
other Aldermen and the Mayor what appro- 
priations shall be made. Whatever they de- 
mand must be granted, or the whole City 
Government be brought to a stand-still. 
Another amendment, suggested by Mr, 
Torx, is to the following effect:

With reference to the present Government 
in Spain, there is no such temptation, and 
there can be no excuse for such ill-judged 
haste. The simple fact that the new Gov- 
ernment is monarchical in form and despotic 
in action would not justify any undue delay ; 
for it is really a matter of very little moment 
to the United States whether Spain is called 
a monarchy or republic ; it would be a des- 
potism all the same. But there are other 
circumstances which warrant a careful and 
cautious examination of the new Goverment 
before any formal recognition is given to it. 
In the first place, there is no telling whether 
the AupHonsz dynasty may not be replaced 
shortly by some other. In the next place it 
is a Government naturally hostile to the 
United States and their interests. It is an 
ultramontane, pro-slavery despotism. All 
its sympathies and tendencies are 
distinetly opposed to those of the United 
States, It has even been stated that 
Isapenua’s son has been called to the throne 
pattly because it was believed he could 
better unite the various elements of Spain 
in opposition to the United States Govern- 
ment, 

There will never be a more favorable time 
for the revision of our relations with Spain 
than the present change of Government. If 
other nations see fit to tactitly approve of 
the perpetration of human slavery in Cuba 
under Spanish auspices, it is not the prov- 
ince of our Government to enter &n inci 
vidual protest. But there are certain matters 
in which our national dignity and national 
prosperity demand an interference. We 
should insist upon à prompt settlement 
and full satisfaction for thb outrage put upon 
the American flag and the slanghter of Amer- 
icam citizens in the Virginius affair. After 
this has been accorded, a demand should be 
made upon the Spanish Government to re- 
peal its discriminating export and import 
duties against American produce and in- 
dustry in Caba, which necessitates. our pay- 
ing $70,000,000 a year in gold to make up 
the difference between what we buy from the 
island and what we sell it. It will be time 
enough to recognize the new Government 
and resume formal relations when we shall 
have a trustworthy assurance that these mat- 
ters will be adjusted on a fair and reasonable 
basis. No sympathetic nor sentimental rea- 
sons can now be cited why we shall commit 
ourselves before justice has been done us or 
assured to us. 

BOSTON AD. CHICAGO.

To the Editor of Lhe Chicago Tribune: 

/ Curcaco, Jan. 2.—By your report of an inter- 
view with Mr. Hooker, 1 see you have been hap- 
py in tinding apother successful corner. The 
last one being that of Mr. Sturges, the profits of 
which, at the time reported eo great, have long 
since becn dissipated in empty air and legal ex- 
penses. There cannot be anything more danger- 
ous, than that the idea should become prevalent 
that cornering is 2 paying business. Any one 
behind the scenes knows well that the result is, 
in nearly every case; heavy loss to both 
buyer and seller; to both the cornerer 
and the cornered. Notwithstanding Mx. 
Hooker’s jubilant tone, the present comer in 
old No. 2 corm forms no exception; and the 
party who now owns the old corn, as he already 
knows, hes an elephant on his hands of the 
biggest dimensions. I state very positively that 
the cost of the old corn to the corner is not leas 
than 80 cents iu store, after paying commissions 
and expenses up 10 date; and I know, on the 
best autoority, that be had to pay yesterday, (the 
Sist,) for 70.000 bushels at 85 cents. If they 
keep this corn bere until May 1, 1875, the 80-cent 
stock will cov them 83 cents, ana the 85-dent lot 
will cost 93 cents. Now. No. 2 corn for May de- 
livery is offered at 71 cents. Thus, as on May 1, 
they stand to lose on 600,000 bushels abpui 
20 cents a busiiel, as compared with the position 
of a burer of May corn at 71 cents, it ix 
true they bave got ald corn, but any e- 
pert will tell you that new No. 2 is eqnal 
in value to the old for ali practical Amer 
ian pur oss, sod is not more 1 2 cepts 
worse for exporting purposes; “whilst 10 
May nc. v old 2 aud new 2 corn will be one. On 
the othe» baad, suppose our friend ships his 
corn at once to New York, thea if that market 
would tand such a shipment without breaking, 
its vulue at the outside ia 70 cents,—sbowiug a 
lose of 10 to 15 cents.

Answer to His Question, “ What, tn 
the Name ot Common Sense, Are Un- 
commercial Transactiens ?“ 

Io the Editor of The Chicago Tridune: 

Curcaco, Jan. 3.—Your paper was quite right 
in stating that the public generally were prepared 
for just such a disposition as was made by 
Judge McAllister of the application made by W. 
N. Sturges for the perpetuation of the injunc” 
tion restedining the B ard of Trade from ex- 
pelling him fiom ita membership, Whilst that 
was true, it is not a fact that the pubhe enter. 
tained phe thought that a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Lilinpis would be obliged to look to 
Webster's Dictionary for the definition of a 
phrase the inteuded meaning of which was ex- 
plained by the party asing it. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade, in pre- 
senting the members of that body with the re- 
sult of their trial of Mr. Sturges, reported they 
had found him guilty of certam acts which they 
deemed uncommetcelal transactions, and they 
eontunded their 1eport of their findings by re- 
citing in detail those acts, leaving no doubt as 
to their findings, or of their interpretation of 
tbe phrase unpcommercial transactions.” 

It may here be said that the learned Judge 
quoted aruleof the Board quoting offenses or 
acts for which a member might be expeiled ; but 
strange to say, be overlooked or ignored the fact 
that the Directors enumecated (under the head 
of uncommercial t:aosactions”’) four separ- 
ate and distivet acts that are included in the 
very sale ho quoted, god for which the penalty ia 
expuision. From this it would seem that 
Judge McAllis:er’s attention did not rest upon 
the full test of tae action and findings of the 
Directors. 

It may not be improper to add that Webster's 
Dictionary falls to give the significauce now 
placed upon mau commercial expressions. [he 
Legislature of tuis State, last winter, enacted a 
law making it a c:imipal offense to attempt to 
‘‘corve:” she maiket. Now, if we accept any 
definition of Webster of tae word corner, the 
law referred to appears iidiculuus and absurd. 
Still, the law ia in force, and there is a penalty 
provided for its violation. 

To some, the expression “* uncommercial 
trausactious may have no force, and it may ap- 
pear so insufficient as to make it absurd to made 
a rule providing a penaity for such conduct; 
but the public generally place other and differen: 
meanings to the p running a corner 
and “uncommercial tans actions than are 
found in Webster’. Dictionary ; and it does not 
require the exercise of much common sense” 
to determine that commercjal bodies mean, by 
“‘unmercantile or nocommercial transactions,” 
those which ate contrary to just and equitable 
privciples in trade that shouid govern ali oom- 
metcial transactions.

The French Vintage. 

The most bounieous vintage France has 
known, che statusticians say, is that of 1874. 
Not les? taan 2,000,000 hectares (600,000 acres, 
thereabouts) bave been cultivated as vineyard, 
and tae product is estimated at 75,000,000 uecto- 
litres (or 1,687,500, C000 galions, very neariy). In 
view of which enormocs figures, the mourning 
over the phylioxera, it would seem, must bave 
been grea er than there was auy occasion for. 
The dread of this mécct’s visitations, neverthe- 
less, seems to be unadated. He is one of tae 
meanest aud most insidious foes of the vine, 
measuring not more thao one-thirty-third of an 
ibch in length, multiplying by millious in June, 
July, August, and September; in the laiter 
months of cen covering the root-sboots in a con- 
tinuons mass, makiog them quite yellow with ite 
bodies. There on the roots it sits and sucks the 
lite ont, There are winglese, but also winged 
phyilokeras: the latter's wings being worth 
for voluntary movement, bat convenient for the 
wind to wait them by and speed their mischief 
to vineyards the other sort would not reach for a 
long while. This insect is not much worse than 
the old vine disease, the vidium,“ at whose 
outbreak in old times the magistrates used to go 
solemnly into the fields, and command the insects 
in the King’s name to begone. In 1854, this dis- 
ease had reduced the yield to 11,000,000 hecto- 
litres, but it is pow apparently conquered. 
St:ange to say, the great vintage has not cheap- 
ened the price of wine at all. The local con- 
sumption is estimated at about two-thirds the 
crop, the rest will be exported. The demand of

notoriety by its support of Gen. Butler, now 
puts in a new claim for public notice on account 
‘of the valuable mines recently discovered in 
Newbury, at which mining operations ha ve just 
been fairly begun. The discovery has been 60 
astonishing in many respects that the oldest 
résidents, loth to admit that such wealth has 
been so long hid beneath their very noses, are 
already telling tales of the working of these 
mines 6 century ago, at least so much 
as was necessary to produce the nec- 
essary metal for bullets in the 
‘War of Independence. These stories, how- 
ever, lack foundation. The present discoverer 
was a dissolute character named Rogers, living 
in Byfied. He was wandering over Highfield 
pasture one day about six years ago, when the 
weight of some little stone which he picked up, 
together with occasional gleams of the sun 
glanced on sma!) smooth surfaces attracted his 
attention, and induced the belief that there was 
metalin them. He gathered several of the most 
promising-looking specimens and took them to 
Mr. Albert Adama, a quiet bachelor farmer, Uv- 
ing in Newbury, who became even more interest- 
ed than Rogers had been, believing that a mine 
bad realiy been discovered. Without going to 
& geologist he began the study of miueralogy 
and geology, until he became satisfied chat silver 
and lead were present in considerable quantities, 

Once convinced that his suspicions were oor- 

rect—-aud be kept bis counsel well—he made 
overtures for the purchase of the land from an 
old farmer named Jaquith. The pasture, 12 
acres iu extent, was bought for $4,200 early in 
April of the present year. The moderation and 
caution of Mr. Adams now seem likely to bring 
their reward. Haviwg got bis title, he began 
digging. The surface finds were of course more 
or lees oxidized, but at the depth of 6 feet he 
struck the true vein, aod took out several tous. 
which he carted home for examination, Taéue 
excavation could not be made without exciting 
temark., and rumor very soon that lead 
been found in large quantities, and of a very 
pure quality. The rumor was s00n gu- 
tnenticated, but the first to see money in 
it was Mr, W. W. Chipman, of this city, who 
went to Newburybort and tnvestigatad for him - 
self. He was easily satisfied of the presence of 
both silver and lead, and he offered the oppor- 
tanity of becoming mining proprietors to Mr. 
Seth Wiutties and Dr. E. G. Kelley, also of this 
city, the latter once Mayor of Newburyport, 
which adjoins the tonn of Newbury. 
three gentlemen again visited the spot, Aug. 6, 
and the next day Dr. Kelley again wie ited High- 
field pasture in company with Prof. Robert H. 
Richards, of the Institute of Technology, who 
took away some specimens for an assay. 
From this report it appears that rocks in 
the vicinity are gneiss nodes, and quite hard, 
The strike or line of outciop is about north 70 
deg to 80 deg., tbe dip about northwest 30 deg. 
As be found it the iine of che vein was about north 
72 deg. east by the compass. The pieces taken 
from the pit, as dug by Mr. Adama, exhibited 
vein structure, the upper 5 inchesof the speci- 
meu being composed of galepa, while the under 
3 inches—ihe 3 inches next the supposed 
foot-wall—cootained considerable gray copper 
ore and teiratbedrite, galeua, quartz, copper,and 
iron pyrites. Four specimens were assayed. The 
first, a piece of con rained galena,, aseayed 
for silver, yielded 650.37 to the ton; the second, 
fine-grained gaiena, $75.23; tbe third, gray cop- 
per, cuntaibing also quartz and galeoa, assayed 
for silver, cop per, and gold. yielded $1,270 of sil- 
ver, $129 of guid, and about 27 per cent of copper 
to the ton ; and the fourth, a piece weighing about 
$ pounds, tried for lead, was nearly f ure. 
and hammered qu.te easily, the lead in it being 
2 per cent, 

It would seem as if this report would have 
saticfied even the most conservative of specaia- 
tora, but 16 was not enough for Mr. Whilthier. 
who withdrew, leaving the mine to Dr. Kelley 
aud Mr. Chipmac. It is needlesg to say that 
these gentlemen did not search for a new part- 
ner, but began further operations at once. Dur: 
ing the same month they acjuired a large quan- 
tity of land by parchase acd booding. Mr. Ad) 
ame agi eed to seli bis 12 acres, at bayers’ op- 
tion, tor $100,000, the would-be purchasers te 
pay him a royalty of 640 a ton for all the ure 
they removed nutil they acquired a title. Boon 
after this, E. P. Shaw, of Newburyport, bought 
the quarter interest which Mr. Chipman owned, 
and che new firm of Kelley 4 Shaw bonght half 
of the adjoining lot of 40 acres of Mr, E. M. 
Boyuton, of West Newbury, the latter retaining 
the other half. 

The work was then begun with Mr. Chipman 
as superintendent. A shaft 10 feet square was 
unk eatly in September, and as it was increased 
in depth (which is in ining parlance a 
‘*‘fiesure” vein), berween too walle of granite 
broedeved from 3 feet at the surface to 7 
at the depta of present working, which is only 
5 feet. The ore also grows richer and purer as 
the shaft goes deeper, the proportion of silver 
aud gold increasing, while that of lead remains 
the same. The south wall has not yet been 
reached, and the men are now therefore working 
on the pure ore, the north wall being perfectly 
perpendicular. Owing to this fact, which is 
unusual in the history of mining, there is little 
expense incuired in removing the ore—hardly a 
doHar a ton, 

About 10 tons are taken out every forty hours, 
being boisted up in baskets, keeping a g of 
four men constantly at work, or ouly exghe in all. 
The ore as mined at present yields of silver, 
$70 of lead, and $11 uf gold. a total of $171. The 
cost of snelting and separating is $20 a ton, so 
that the profit to the firm is about $110 a ton. 
Even if the hopes of the mivers for the future 
aie fallacious, and the vein should prove to have 
no gfeac depth, a matter of $1,000 a day prolit is 
worth looking after. ‘This is from a single shaft 
only 25 feet deep, and without operating the 
drifts or the lateral veins. But in minmg expe- 
rience a fissure vein is usually of great depth.
